cupants of the house. 


The gangsters barricaded them- 


selves in a fine summer home on 
the bank of Lake Weir they had 
rented two months ago. 


This morning the agents, 15 of 


them, surrounded the place and 
ordered the occupants to sur- 
render. 
There was a blaze of fire from 


a machine gun in answer. The 
agents retired and set up their 
own machine guns and retaliated. 
A blazing battle ensued and con- 
tinued except for occasional lulls, 
until 11 o'clock. The agents re- 
sorted to tear gas in an effort to 
smoke out their quarry.

Reports All Dead. 


A negro cook employed in the 


house, rented under the name of 
T. C. Blackburn, was sent inside 
by the agents. 
In a moment he returned with 


the cryptic news: 


"They are all dead."

nesses. 
The dead woman was about

In order to obtain postage 


stamps for the use of state sen- 
ators while state treasury funds 
are tied up by the lack of a surety 
bond which prevents the state us- 
ing its own funds, the upper wmg 
of the legislature Wedne s d a y 
authorized its committee on ac- 
counts and expenditures to bor- 
row $500 at a Lincoln bank on a 
note signed by its members 


A resolution to that effect was 


offered by Senators Bullard, Neu- 
man, and Howell, which the cham- 
ber adopted unanimously under 
suspension of the rules. 


The accounts and expenditures 


committee, which will carry put 
the senate's direction as to getting 
a loan and buying stamps, com- 
prises Senators Green, chairman, 
Neuman, and Price. 


Since stamps must be paid for 


in cash, it was necessary either 
for the senate to sanction this pro- 
cedure or lor individual members 
or officers of the chamber to ad- 
vance the money. As none of 
them has been able to draw any 
salary from the treasury, the lat- 
ter alternative was out of the 
question 


Two Sources Broke. 


"We have 
borrowed money 


from the lieutenant governor and 
from the janitor, but both of them 
are broke now and we've got to 
do something else," Senator Bul- 
lard told his colleagues. 


Nobody opposed the borrowing 


plan, which was approved by 29 
affirmative votes, four senators 
not being recorded either way. 


Bullard indicated to newspaper 


men that, with 
the

broken, further action might be 
taken along the borrowing line to 
pay other expenses of the session. 
He was not prepared to say that 
the senate would go so far as to 
provide this method of - raising 
funds for paying the senators and 
employes part of their salaries.

be as a unicamer,al body. When 
Senator George W. Norris pro- 
posed a one-house body of be- 
tween 30 and 50 members he was 
signing the death warrant for the 
bicameral legislature.

lature into oblivion at the pools 
last November.

On January 16, 1855, the state's 


first territorial legislature con- 
vened in a $3,000 "capitol" build- 
ing in Omaha. The legislature was 
made up of a council of thirteen 
members, elected for two year 
terms, and a house of representa- 
tives of 26 members, elected for 
one-year terms. 


Today a senate of 33 members 


and a house of representatives of 
100 members sit in stately cham- 
bers within a $11,000,000 capitol 
building.

Price said he wasn't willing the 
people of Nebraska should be 
penalized without making his pro- 
test against bonding company de- 
mands. 


The specter of the defunct state 


guaranty fund law was summoned 
by several opponents of the Cone 
bill. Both State Treasurer 
Hall 


and Rep. Lester Dunn, Lincoln 
pointed out that Nebraska's ven- 
ture into the "guaranty fund busi- 
ness" and the "state hail insur- 
ance business" had not been com- 
pletely successful. 


HaU Fears Precedent. 


Hall expressed fear that if the 


bill were passed, future legisla- 
tures would want to extend state 
activities into other forms of 
surety business. "Remember that 
you'll be setting a precedent," he 
warned. 
E. H. Heflin of Martin Bros, 


and Co., Omaha, also referred to 
"the guaranty spree'' and criti- 
cized the bill. Income from prem- 
iums, he thought, would be in- 
adequate to meet losses. "One 
single county loss could wipe out 
the premium for any one year," 
he declared.

Urgent Appeals Being 


Made By Counties, 


Woods Declares. 


With the federal government's 


social security acts impending to- 
gether with the work relief pro- 
gram, return of unemployables to 
county relief rolls and the report- 
ed decision to require the states to 
match federal funds for 
relief 


Nebraska counties are facing a re- 
lief program that will cost them 
millions. According to J. E. Woods 
assistant to State FERA Admin- 
istrator Haynes, at least 45 coun- 
ties' treasuries are empty. 


So far, Woods said, the state has 


made no definite moves to come 
to the counties' aid except tha' 
two old age pension bills have 
been introduced and Rep. McLel- 
lan, Grand Island, stated Monday 
that he was drawing a bill under 
which $1,500,000 would be avail- 
able to counties as loans from the 
state treasury at 2 per cent inter- 
est But, Woods pointed out, this 
is not sufficient to carry the coun- 
ties' share of the whole program 
as reported from Washington. 


State FERA Helpless. 


Woods said requests are coming 


in from counties participating in 
federal relief daily, asking "frant- 
ically" for a way out of their re- 
lief problem. "The state FERA can 
offer no help," Woods said. "We 
know on good authority from 
Washington, that unemployable^ 
will be returned to the counties 
February 1 or shortly thereafter 
that the" state will have to matcl 
federal funds on the security acts 
of unemployment insurance an< 
pensions and also on the work re 
lief program. It is a sure thin; 
that Nebraska will not receive any 
special exceptions because of thi 
surplus in its treasury now." 


Woods said a number of coun 


ties have sent him copies of reso 
lutions asking their state legislat 
ure members to formulate and ta 
speed through relief bills. Com 
munications were received Mon 
day from Sherman, Garden, Boyd 
and Box Butte 
counties. 
Box 


Butte is asking for permission t 
raise the county relief levy on 
mill above the mill levy allowec 
by statute. This will take legislat 
ive action. 


Recent Estimate. 


Recently, according to an esti- 


mate made from data furnished by 
the NERA. Federal Administrator 
Harry Hopkins' office stated that 
Nebraska would be asked to spend 
between five and six million dol- 
lars in matching federal relief 
funds. This was before the an- 
nouncement of return of unem- 
ployables to the. counties or of the 
reported work relief program of 
President Roosevelt. Woods stated 
that matching federal funds for 
pensions would take care of a good 
share of the 17.000 unemployables 
that .will be thrust on the county 
rolls. 
it was also pointed out lhat if 


the state legislature, within itself, 
is Jo come to the aid of the "broke 
counties" bills would have to be 
introduced within the next week. 
According to statute, no bills may 
be introduced by a legislative 
member after the session has been 
opened more than twenty days. 
The legislature convened this year 
on January 1. The governor may, 
however, introduce a bill at any 
time,

Hauptmann Investigator 


Believes Lukatis Has 


Key to Solution.

KLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 16— 


As the state hastened to wind up 
its evidence that Bruno Richard 
Haupt'-ann wrote the Lindbergh 
ransom notes, the defense coun- 
tered today with a disclosure that 
it has a witness to testify Isador 
Fisch attempted to sell him the 
"hot money." 
Henry Kress, private investi- 


gator for the defense, said two 
other men were involved in the 
attempted transfer of the Lind- 
bergh ransom wealth, and that he 
believes the prospective witness, 
Gustav Lukatis of New York holds 
"the key to the solution of the 
crime." 
Kress said Lukatis came to his 


office after Hauptmann's arrest 
and asserted: 
"My information shows that he 


more than likely wasn't mixed up 
in the Lindbergh kidnaping." 


Lukatis was quoted by Kress as 


saying three men, one of whom 
he identified as Fisch, tried to sell 
him "some good hot money at 75 
cents on the dollar," and 
that 


they had about $50,000. 


"I didn't intend,. to buy the 


money," Kress said Lukatis told 
him, "'but I returned two or three 
nights later with two other fel- 
lows to check up on their racket. 
They had suddenly moved." 


Says Two Men Traced. 


The detective asserted he had

traced two of the men, asserting: 


"If the department of justice 


will offer to co-operate with me 
on the information I have, I feel 
certain that within two or three 
weeks at the outside, we can put 
behind bars the principals in the 
kidnaping." 


The defense drew up Lukatis' 


story in support of Hauptmann's 
contention that the ransom money 
found in his possession was given 
to him by his now dead friend 
and business partner, the elusive 
Fisch. 


The state pressed on hurriedly 


in the presentation of its case that 
Hauptmann kidnaped and killed 
the Lindbergh 
baby, wrote the 


ransom notes and collected the 
§50,000 ransom. 


After rapid testimony by the re- 


maining handwriting experts, the 
chronological presentation of the 
state's case called for the final 
chapters of the crime—the dis- 
covery of the broken body of the 
golden-haired child, face down in 
a shallow grave a few miles from 
Hopewell. 


Will Call County Physician. 
Prosecution 
officials 
empha- 


sized that in this phase of the 
state's case, the identity of the 
little body was not at stake, de- 
fense attorneys having agreed 
when Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
and Betty Gow, the slain baby's 
nurse, testified, that there would 
be no attack on the identifica- 
tion. 


Linked with the finding of 


the body was medical evidence 
as to the manner in which the 
child met death. 


The state has contended the 


child died instantaneously, and 
Dr. Charles H. Mitchell, the 
county physician who performed 
the autopsy, will be asked 
to 


describe 
the 
"horrible" 
skull 


fracture which caused death. 


When 
the 
manner 
of 
the 


child's 
death 
enters into the 


evidence, the prosecution will 
maintain the skull fracture oc- 
curred 
w h e n 
the 
kidnaper 


dropped the child from the lad- 
der while spiriting it away from 
its nursery. 
To corroborate this 


contention, the 
attorneys will 


point out dovetailing pieces of 
supporting evidence.

MIDDLE COURSE 


Opposes School Deciding 


Either On Socialism 


Or Individualism. 


Education s h o uld take 
the 


"middle course" between the ex- 
tremes of socialism and rugged 
individualism,- Dr. H e n r y L 
Smith, president of the National 
Education Association and Dean 
of the College of Education at In- 
diana university, told state school 
executives and the N e b r aska 
Schoolmasters club at a joint din- 
ner meeting held Tuesday night at 
the Cornhusker Hotel. 


"The present emphasis upon 


perfection of the state and less of 
individualism," he d e c l a r e d , 
"should not govern the attitude of 
education toward society." 


Pointing out that education in 


this country has usually been di- 
rected by changing social move- 
ments, Dr. Smith advocated that 
schoolmen take a neutral position. 


Explanation of Ideals. 


"It is not the function of educa- 


tion to determine whether we 
shall have regimentation or indi- 
vidualism," Dr. Smith 
stated. 


"The work of our schools should 
be confined to explanation of the 
ideals of education." 


The duty of educators is in 


teaching human 
understanding, 


and developing the philosophy of 
good will among men, f according 
to the Indiana educator. 


E. J. Overing, of Red Cloud, 


secretary of the Association of Ne- 
braska School boards and School 
Executives, spoke briefly on the 
need of educators to sharpen the 
tools of society," which would 
make the democratic institutions 
of this country safe for posterity. 
He decried the "money 
making 


philosophy" 
of education 
and 


urged teachers to accurately re- 
flect society in the classroom. 


Dean F. E. Henzlik, of the Uni- 


versity teachers college, and pres- 
ident of the organization, intro- 
duced the speakers. A short mu- 
sical program was given' by a 
chorus of 100 boys from Lincoln 
schools, under the direction of W- 
G. Tempel, vocal instructor at 
Lincoln High School. About 200

Christianity should "come into 


its own" and exert greater influ- 
ence on every phase of social re- 
lations, Rev. George M Gibson, 
minister of the First Congrega- 
tional church at Webster Groves, 
Mo., told 300 persons at a joint 
convocation of the Nebraska Coun- 
cil of Churches and the Nebraska 
Y. M. C. A, at the First Presby- 
terian church, Tuesday night. 


"Religion should seek an inter- 


pretation of our changing social 
order," he declared, "and exert its 
influence in guiding us along a 
safe path." 


He pointed out that churches, as 


watchful citizens, might use their 
influence to exert pressure on 
such issues as militarism, child la- 
bor and others. Rev. Paul Cal- 
houn. of the First Presbyterian 
church, presided. 


Dr. Wilhelm Pauck, professor of 


church history at the Chicago 
Theological seminary,

opened the state Y. M. C. A. con- 
ference Tuesday at a dinner held 
at the Lincoln Y. M. C. A. 


In the swirl of social factors, 


which he termed a "huge acci- 
dent," Dr. Pauck urged that "re- 
ligion should help people adopt a 
sense 
of

responsibility 


toward Christianity." 


"The prime function of churches 


is to offer spiritual fellowship," he 
said.

and protective 
elements; avoid- 


ance of long periods of close ap- 
plication, resting the eyes occa- 
sionally by looking at distant ob- 
jects; artificial 
light as nearly 


like daylight as -possible; more 
daylight—"spend as much time 
outdoors as possible"; avoidance 
of train or car motion while read- 
ing; frequent eye examination. 


Care of eyes during childhood 


was stressed by other 
speakers. 


Dr. N. C. Morrison, Fairbury, re- 
minded that "unlucky 
people" 


who fall 
down stairs, trip over 


rugs and tip over vases are often 
merely suffering from poorly co- 
ordinated vision. "Parents should 
watch for such symptons and look 
to the eyes for the trouble," he 
said. 


Children who have trouble with 


school work are often 
"visually 


unadapted," although able to see 
well, Dr. Leo'G. Miller, Lincoln, 
said.

Neeland Bill Lessens 


Land Commissioner's 


Responsibility. 


Carrying out in part the de- 


clared policy of both parties in 
the recent state campaign, a bill 
was introduced in the legislature 
Wednesday, as S. F. 58, by Sen- 
ator Neeland of Hemingford,* to 
lessen the duties and responsibil- 
ities of the land commissioner's 
office by making all five members 
of the board of educational lands 
and funds equally responsible for 
its acts and policies, and creating 
the office of a paid secretary to 
act as the board's executive agent. 


This would strip the land com- 


missioner of his present func- 
tions in inspecting and appraising 
state 
school 
lands, 
collecting 


rentals upon them, and exercising 
general supervision. 
He would 


thus have but one vote in five in 
determining the policies 
of the 


board. Land Commissioner Leo 
N. Swanson is the only republi- 
can state official elected last No- 
vember. 


The bill, however, is not di- 


rected against Swanson particu- 
larly, but is intended by Senator 
Neeland to correct bad conditions 
existing under former adminis- 
trations. It makes the whole 
board, instead of the land com- 
missioner, the custodian of land 
records and surveys and provides 
for a separate office in the capital 
where they shall be kept, in 
charge of the secretary and other 
employes to be named by the 
board. 
This plan, if carried out, will 


constitute a first 
step 
toward 


abolishing the land commissioner's 
office entirely. 
Both 
Governor 


Cochran 
and 
his 
predecessor 


recommended that the care and 
custody of the capitol building and 
grounds be taken from that of- 
ficial and transferred to the gov- 
ernor, to be looked alter by the 
highway engineers. 


If these two things are done 


there will be no longer any ex- 
cuse for continuing the land com- 
missioner as an executive state 
officer, since he would have noth- 
ing left to do. 


The Neeland bill will probably 


be given the right of way in the 
senate over one introduced by 
Senator 
McGowan, 
republican, 


and others, pertaining to exten- 
sion of the time for paying delin- 
quent rentals on school lands. 


The proposal to have state 


school lands administered by an 
appointive 
secretary, responsible 


to the whole board of educational 
lands and funds, was advanced 
recently by J. H. Wehn, who 
served as deputy land commis- 
sioner in 1933 and 1934. 


Senator Neeland, who intro- 


duced the bill, is chairman of the 
senate committee on school lands 
and funds. The bill was 
read 


twice and referred back to that 
committee.

FREMONT, Neb., Jan. 16 — 


(AP)—The city council here last 
night voted to refund $90,000 in 
municipal bonds, half at 2*4 per 
ceht interest and half at three per 
cent interest, as bid by the United 
States National bank of Omaha.

Inspection Fund Surplus 


Would Be Repaid to 


Loan Holders. 


The house agriculture ccmmit- 


tee Wednesday introduced 
two 


bills submitted by Railway Com- 
missioner Floyd L Bollen, one 
empowering the railway commis- 
sion to fix fees for farm storage 
warehouses and regulations per- 
taining thereto, and 
the 
other 


providing for pro rata repayment 
to farmers of the surplus in the 
farm storage inspection fund. 


Farmers who paid more than 


$4 for state inspection of corn 
cribs for federal corn loans would, 
under H. R. 131, be remitted over 
?4 less what was expended for the 
inspection. It is estimated in the 
bill that there is a surplus of 
$131,036 in this fund, represent- 
ing excess of the sum that was 
required to defray cost of making 
all inspections. 


$3 Average. 


It is further estimated $10,000 


of this sum will be required to 
service 10,000 outstanding loans, 
leaving a balance of about S121,- 
000 to be pro rated back to farm- 
ers who took corn loans, 42,979 
in number, or an average of about 
$3 each. 


The other measure, H. R. .130, 


would create a revolving 
fund 


out of such inspection fees, which 
are to be established by the com-, 
mission in its discretion. 
Pro- 


vision is made for 
appointment 


by the commission of a supervisor 
of farm warehouses,, an inspector 
in each county and as many depu- 
ties as may be necessary.

creditors in Nebraska to enforce 
payment in metallic money, or as 
an alternative to compel debtors to 
pay an equivalent value in other 
currency, or $1.69 lor every dollar 
specified in contracts that contain 
the gold clause. 


The evident object of the gover- 


nor is to bring every contract of 
the kind within the purview of 
laws already on the statute books 
of Nebraska forbidding usurys and 
imposing penalties therefor. This 
would probably give debtors a 
good legal defense against paying 
a premium on account of their in- 
ability to obtain gold, even under 
contracts now existing. 


Expected To Spread. 


Governor Cochran is the first 


state executive in the United 
States to ask lor such legislation. 
It is believed that the idea of his 
"gold usury" bill will spread to 
other states, if the legislature car- 
ries out his suggestion. 


While usury is ordinarily con- 


strued to mean "excessive inter- 
est," dictionary definitions of the 
word also include exaction by a 
creditor of any exorbitant payment 
by the debtor. Governor Cochran's 
attention has been called to a Ne- 
braska 
Supreme court decision 


several years ago which held that 
a mortgage contract requiring the 
debtor to pay taxes on land given 
as collateral, in addition to the 
maximum legal interest charge, 
was usurious and the contract un- 
enforceable for that reason. 


Sends Short Message. 


The governor's 
message de- 


livered by his secretary to the 
senate and house was very brief, 
worded as lollows: 


"Ladles and gentlemen of the fiftieth 
session of the Nebraska legislature 
"I am herewith submitting ta your hon- 
orable body a. bill which I believe should 
be speedily enacted to protect private 
citizens, as well as the state of Nebraska 
and its governmental subdivisions, from 
the possibility of being compelled to pay,, 
their debts on a usurious basis 
"I strongly feel that there is a real 
necessity for the enactment of such legis- 
lation, as will defeat »nv attempt to add 
unfairly to the burdens of their indebted- 
ness as measured in lawful money. 
''Respectfully submitted. 
"« L COCHRAN Governor." 
Text of the Bill. 


Herewith is the text of the bill 


as drawn and submitted by the 
governor lor legislative action: 


"A bill for 
an act 
to define public 


policy -with relation to 
Dayment of in- 
debtedness- to void contracts made in 
violation thereof; to apply penalties for 
such violation, to repeal »H acts and 
parts of acts in conflict therewith, and 
to declare an emergency.

plus interest not in excess of the 


maximum, legal rate and necessary costs 
of collection incurred by the creditor 
through the debtor's fault, negligence, or 
refusa' to pay, is hereby declared to 
constitute u-sury. the same as if the eon- 
tract sought to bind the debtor to pay 
mo-o than the maximum legal rate of in- 
terest. 
"Section 2 All such contracts are here- 
by declared contrary to public policy >oid, 
and unenforceable in the courts of this 
state 
and no Judgments shall be ren- 


dered for creditors seeking to enforce 
thrm 
^Section 3. Penalties provided by law for 
usury shall be fully applicable to all such 
contracts made agaimt public policy. 
"Section i. All acts and parts of acts 
in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

lending powers of the Reconstruction Finance cor- 
poration terminate automatically on the last day 
of the present month. The expectation is that 
President Roosevelt will request congress to extend 
the loaning life of the "corporation for a term of two 
years more, with a provision that it can be termi- 
nated within a shorter period, if such a step seems 
desirable.

good that has been accomplished, for in 
many 


cases the land owner has been able through the 
federal administration to save his property from 
loss through foreclosure, to pay up his delinquent 
taxes and to make a new start with good prospects 
of pulling through, provided conditions again be- 
come normal within a reasonable length of time. 


The effect upon the state of these refinancing 


operations, together with the loaning of millions 
of dollars' on marketing and production advances, 
can scarcely be imagined. These things have eased 
the situation to a tremendous extent and made it 
possible for the debtors to again look the future 
in the face with confidence 
and determination. 


Those who at one time believed that ruin was all 
but certain now take an entirely different view of 
the situation. With prices of farm commodities 
mounting and with pressing debt worries cast 
aside, it can be seen that with good crops during 
the coming growing season, the future is full of 
hope and promise. 


oldest of the many agencies created to meet the 
economic strain imposed by the crash of 1929. 
came into existence under former President Hoo- 
ver, although its powers during Mr. Hoover's ad- 
ministration were restricted greatly. 
Even then, 


it performed a notable service. After Mr. Roose- 
velt came into office, .the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation was extended and elaborated upon. It 
has loaned billions of dollars. Its critics predicted 
freely that a large portion of the loans it made 
never would be repaid, but the record furnishes 
an eloquent answer. 


For the last six months, repayments to the cor- 


poration have exceeded demands made upon it for 
loans. In the last quarter, 53 millions more were 
repaid on previously incurred obligations than on 
new loans. It speaks volumes for the stability 
and strength of American business, and more par- 
ticularly for the high conception which those who 
found it necessary to appeal to the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation look upon their responsibility. 
That is the attribute of a nation of character. It 
is almost without exception the story of civilized 
people. The recent investigation into default and 
repudiation of debt substantiates the fact that in 
the vast majority of cases obligations art met. One 
single case on record disclosed that bonds believed 
to be worthless ultimately were paid after a lapse 
of ninety years. 


Those months when the Reconstruction Finance 


corporation was lending a steadying and helpful 
hand to American business and industry are not 
forgotten easily. It was a period when the pres- 
sure was placed upon banks by people insistently 
demanding their money; upon insurance companies 
and upon other enterprises. It was an era of fear 
and of little faith. And all of it has been replaced, 
superseded by a revived nation which today no 
longer looks ahead apprehensively but has read- 
justed itself to such an extent that it is confident 
of the future. 


Undoubtedly congress will accede to the presi- 


dent's request, if the recommendation is made, for 
an extension of the loaning authority of the Re- 
construction Finance corporation. 
But the need 


for it gradually is tapering off. When people are 
asking themselves when shall it be said that the 
depression is ended, and more especially that the 
emergency has passed, there perhaps will be no 
better index than that furnished by the Recon- 
struction Finance, corporation. 


It will not mean that such problems as unem- 


ployment, as the levels of price commodities, or 
the volume of trade and industry are settled. They 
remain changing constantly to the currents which 
control them. But even in their instance, save for 
the sole pressing question of relief and of work, 
the situation appears materially better. 


An Old Hobgoblin. 


N 


EBRASKA'S political history reveals that no 
individual or no political party ever attempt- 


ed to reviss the Nebraska primary law without 
running into a buzz saw. Sentiment in this state 
expressed itself rather clearly after the last pri- 
mary. At both party conventions, opinion was ex- 
pressed freely that the time was ripe for a revi- 
sion of the primary law. 


In the democratic platform, it was set forth in 


this fashion: 


"With the aim of preserving the fundamental ob- 


jectives of the primary system, we 
recommend 


that the governor and the legislature give consid- 
eration and study to the end of correcting abuses." 


The underlying spirit of the primary system was 


to correct the evils of the old convention method, 
through which, experience demonstrated, political 
bosses and more especially, selfish interests, were 
able to dominate and control the selection of can- 
didates to a certain degree. If changes are to be 
made, those old abuses must not be permitted to 
reappear. Any step in that direction 
would be 


fatal to the party in power. 


The weaknesses of the primary system, and for 


years, they have been apparent, are preferable to 
any plan which would make it possible for the 
old order to return to political life. Change in the 
present law will require the utmost though and de- 
liberation. Any hasty or ill-considered action will 
place the democrats in a most unfortunate role in 
this state. In a matter so fundamental, perhaps 
the wise course of action would be for this legis- 
lature to draft suggested changes in the primary 
system and refer them to the Nebraska voters at 
the next general state election. 


Dan Kavanaugh. 


ATEST advices indicate that the condition of 


Warden Dan Kavanaugh of 1he Nebraska 


penitentiary, who has been critically ill, is im- 
proved slightly. It wifl be the hope of his wide 
circle of friends that he recovers. Warden Kava- 
naugh assumed his task last summer, following the 
voluntary retirement of Billy Fenton. Together 
they have given the state prison a magnificent ad- 
ministration. 


Upon their shoulders has rested one of the most 


exacting and difficult duties in public life. Its 
strain upon a man's physical strength is appreciat- 
ed little outside the vails of the peniteniary. There 
is slight opportunity in it for rest or for relaxation. 
The long illness of Billy Fenton, and now Warden 
Kavanaugh's critical sickness, emphasizes how fully 
these men have given of themselves. 


German Character. 


IfOTES cast in the Saar plebiscite cannot be 


scanned without a feeling of both surprise and 


respect for the decisiveness of the decision reached. 
By more than ten to one, the people of the Saar 
expressed their desire to return to the Fatherland. 
Nor was it & superficial ballot. The figures show 
that 90 per cent of all those eligible to cast a bal- 
lot indicated their preference. In short, the popu- 
lation of that busy mining and industrial section 
made it its primary business to reveal how it felt 
toward its native land. 


And that is German character, intensely loyal, 


stable, devoted to the institutions under which 
they progressed. 


This, in spite of the sweeping changes 
which 


have taken place in German life. Hitler may claim 
that to all visible evidence, at least, the German 
people believe in his government. For that is what 
an overwhelming majority voted for. And yet, 
the thought persists that in Germany the bulk of 
people look upon Hitlerism indulgently and toler- 
antly as a passing episode in the evolution of a 
nation. This has been the observation of compe- 
tent American 
observers, among them Dorothy 


Thompson. The blood purge of last summer, with 
a reported recurrence recently, would indicate that 
all is not well with the Hitler government The 
little sergeant is too shrewd a student of human 
nature to risk the wrath of an inflamed populace, 
to invite the scorn and contempt of the outside 
world through bloody measures, unless he and his 
counselors believe the situation so desperate that 
such a measure was justified. 


But after fifteen years of tranquillity, of com- 


parative freedom from economic disturbance of 
actual progress in rehabilitation, the Saar popula- 
tion expressed unmistakably a faith in the future 
Germany. And we say that goes back to German 
character, to a stout race, to people who venerate 
their traditions, believe in themselves, in their in- 
dustry, and their purpose in life. It is a steadfast- 
ness which must be admired in any people. And 
when the circumstances are considered, the course 
of events which brought Hitlerism to Germany, 
despicable and unworthy as it is, can be under- 
stood. Time has an excellent manner and method 
of dealing with such situations as precipitated by 
Hitlerism. The wrongs perpetrated by him will be 
corrected.

Yet in 1930, 
the top price lor hogs was $3.35 a hundred higher 
than the present quotations and the average top 
for the five years before 1931 was $12.80 a hun- 
dred.

posed to lowered temperatures. 


There are other factors in the 


winter which might predispose to 
this universal infection, and which 
consist really in lack of exposure 
to low temperatures rather than 
exposure. In other words, perhaps 
it is because we are in the house 
so much, in close contact with the 
other human beings in a super- 
heated atmosphere, which puts a 
great strain upon the membrane 
f the nose and its germ-killing 
unctions. 


The general condition of the 
ody—that is to say, the state of 
ody immunity—must be an ex- 
remely important factor in catch- 
ing cold. 


As we saw in our first article 
lis week, susceptibility to colds 
epends upon age, and as one gets 
Ider, the susceptibility is less- 
ned. 
This means, certainly, the 


evelopment of immunity. It take.5 
long time for this immunity to 


.evelop, as younger people aver- 
ge two or three colds a year, but 
y tbe time they are 50—that is 
o say, after they have had some- 
thing like 150 colds—they are act- 
sally able to resist the invasion. 
The fact that the disease is 
ailed "cold," definitely crystal-

lizes an experience which must 
be age-old, that chilling of 
the 


body surface 
and cold, damp 


weather have something to 
do 


with it. Just as in the case of the 
changed conditions in the intestine 
which leads to summer complaint, 
reduce the immunity of the intest- 
inal tract to the invasion of germs, 
so conditions may change the res- 
piratory tract so that it becomes 
susceptible. 


In the case of the intestinal 


tract, it is a change in the chem- 
ical reaction, so that the alkaline 
reaction moves further and furth- 
er up the digestive tube. 


In the case of the respiratory 


tract, it is probably thermal. The 
air which we breathe conies from 
the outside world cold, and by the 
time it reaches the lower respira- 
tory tract, it is almost at body 
temperature. If, perhaps due to 
chilling of the surface of the body,

reflex action, lowering of 
the 


temperature of the lower respira- 
tory tract, the trachea and bronchi 
become susceptible on invasion, 
this allows an opportunity for the 
virus of the common cold to gain 
a foothold in the body. 


We all know that on a cold day, 


as we go out from a warm build- 
ing, there is a spasm of 
the 


bronchial tubes, which feels like a 
constriction in the chest, some- 
thing like the attack which 
an 


asthmatic feels. This reflex action 
may, in many cases, initiate or be 
the signal of definite lowered re- 
sistance on the part of the struc- 
tures which are involved in the 
common cold.

real estate, pay 75 per cent of all 
the taxes and the intangible prop- 
erty, which is money, securities 
and bonds, etc., pay only 2 per 
cent of all our taxes.

Should the man who has a home, 
which he has worked his life away 
to own, be forced to pay 75 per 
cent of the taxes just because his 
jroperty can be seen?

Or 
should 75 per cent of our people 
jay no taxes when they receive 
he protection of the law, and their 
children are educated in the best 
schools in the •world?

HITLER DEMANDS 
FULL EQUALITY 
FOR HIS NATION 


Offers France Renuncia- 


tion of Territorial 
Claims in Return.

16—(INS)—In his snow- 


blanketed 
Bavarian 
mount a i n 


home, Adolf Hitler, chancellor and 
fuehrer of Germany, today gave 
the first interview he has granted 
to an American 
newspaperman 


since his assumption of complete 
power in the reich and demanded 
full equality for Germany. 


Sitting on a glass-enclosed porch 


within glimpsing distance of the 
Austria where he was born, Hit- 
ler reiterated to me in his expres- 
sive and compelling manner that 
actual equality only is acceptable 
to Germany, and that no substi- 
tute will suffice. 


Below us spread a 
Germany 


madly celebrating its victory in 
the Saar. 
Hitler offers France, as a. return 


for her consent to 
Germany's 


equality, a complete renunciation 
of all the Fatherland's other ter- 
ritorial claims. 
But the Versailles treaty as a 


whole will once more be excori- 
ated by him as an instrument in- 
capable of giving peace to 
the 


world. 
To the Saar's former dissidents, 


willing to renounce their former 
opposition creeds, he offers full 
assurances and extends good will. 


He asks the American people to 


look upon the Saar plebiscite as a 
graphic reflection of present-day 
Germany. 


In Jovial Mood. 


Dressed in a gray golfing outfit 


with a simple black tie, Hitler 
appeared in the best of health and 
a jovial mood. 


The Saar victory had obviously 


had a tonic effect upon him. Gen. 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering, pre- 
mier of Prussia and still Hitler's 
busiest aide, was present at the 
interview, genial and fit in his 
mountain clothing. Dr. Otto Diet- 
rich, press chief of the nazi party, 
also was there, as well as Dr. 
Karl Boemer, head of the press 
department of Cultural Chief Al- 
fred Rosenberg's foreign political 
office. 


Hitler greeted me in the door- 


way and shook my hand, asking 
immediately whether I needed an 
automobile for my return. I re- 
plied that Boemer and I had come 
by sleigh despite a snowstorm and 
thoroughly enjoyed the magni- 
ficent view of the Bavarian Alps. 


It took an hour to climb the 


thousand feet from Berchtesgaden 
to Hitler's home. It is perched on 
the moutnainside, flush with- a 
small road. A lone steel-helmeted 
S. S. guard in a white bearskin, 
warned of our coming by the 
sound of our sleigh bells, inquired 
into our business and immediately 
allowed us to proceed. 


Filled With Pride. 


"But what do you think of the 


plebiscite results, 
Herr 
Reichs- 


chancellor?" I asked finally. 


"The plebiscite result," he said, 


"fills me as well as every single 
one of my collaborators 
with 


everlasting pride for the German 
people. 


"It is at the same time a subse- 


quent condemnation of the Ver- 
sailles treaty that is of veritable 
historical importance. For in this 
treaty, this territory was torn 
away from Germany with the as- 
sertion that in it lived 
150,000 


Frenchmen. 


"After 15 years of mastery by 


the League of Nations, that is to 
say indeed by France, it has been 
established that not 150,000, but 
hardly 2,000 Frenchmen live in 
this territory. 


"In any one thousand Saar in- 


habitants, one does not find even 
four Frenchmen. Can one be as- 
tonished that a treaty which was 
built upon such 
untrue 
argu- 


ments cannot bring to mankind 
happiness and blessings." 


"I began my battle for Ger- 


many 16 years ago with six men 
—that is to say, my struggle for 
the German people," Hitler said. 
"The number of my followers, and 
therewith the 
followers of the 


nazi movement in the present-day 
state have risen to about 39,000,- 
000. 


No Farther Claims. 


I then put a vital question: 
"You declared. Herr Reichskanz- 


ler, that after the Saar question 
was settled the last obstacle to 
friendly relations with France will 
have been removed. Have you in 
mind, in view of your constant 
pursuance of this goal in the in- 
terests of world peace, a concrete 
plan?" 


Hitler looked at me square in 


the eyes and set himself for a sud- 
den and dctetrrnined battle. 


"I have often declared." he said 


with heightening voice and doubled 
list "that after the return of the 
Saar, Germany wall not put before 
France any other territorial claims. 


"I now before the whole world 


in an obligatory sense repeat this 
declaration. 
"Thus is historically seen a 


heavy renunciation which 1 state
